The welfare case load of El Dorado 
county increased 21.6 per cent between 
January and October of 1937, going 
from a total of 371 persons in January 
to 451 in October, according to a study 
of the relief burden of California 
counties, made public by California Tax 
Payers Association.

Reporting the world in a state of 
“high tension and disorders,” Mr. 
Roosevelt foreshadowed an early re- 
quest for additional naval construc- 
tion with a warning that “we must keep 
ourselves adequately strong in self- de- 
fense.” 

Mr. Roosevelt condemned monopoly, 
and outlined a far reaching legisla- 
tive program of business reform, to 
be detailed in a later message, but as- 
Serted that capital and reasonable 
earnings on capital are essential to our 
economy. 

» He estimated that “essential func- 
tions’ of government and provision for 
the destitute henceforth would main- 
tain federal expenditures at approxi- 
mately $7,000,000,000 annually. 

Mr. Roosevelt proposed that this 
sum be raised, the budget ultimately 
balanced and the national debt reduc- 
ed by increasing the nation’s taxable 
income under existing rates rather 
than py increasing tax. schedules. 

He acknowledged desirability of “tax 
changes” for which business clamors 
but stipulated: 

1. Federal revenue shall NOT be 
decreased by revision. 

2. Tax escape abuses must not be 
restored. 

3. In changing tax laws which work 
definite hardship, ‘especially on the

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RESEARCH OPENS NEW 
FIELD FOR STUDY 
OF CANCER 


By JOHN B. MILLIS

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., (UP)—Dr. W. 
M. Stanley of the Rockefeller Institute 
for Medical Research discussed the iso- 
lation of a chemical substance which 


opens the way for new efforts to con- 
quer cancer and the virus, diseases. 

Dr. Stanley described his discovery 
before the American “ Association for 
the advancement of science, which 
awarded him its $1,000 prize for this 
contribution to science. 

For the first time, the study of can- 
cer was linked closedy with the di- 
seases having origin in a virus—infan- 
tile paralysis, yellow fever and the 
common wart. 

Dr. Stanley said he and his assist- 
ants isolated the virus proteins of to- 
bacco, ring spot virus, latent mosaic 
of potato virus, severe etch virus and 
shope papilloma. virus. They learned 
that the virus of the plant disease 
known as tobacco mosais actually was 
a chemical substance, a large protein ; 
miolecule having characteristics for- 
merly associated only with living or- 
ganisms. 

“Unusual interest surrounds’ the: 
shope papilloma (wart) virus.’’ he said, 
“for doctors Rous and Beard have' 
found that the papillomas caused by it | 
in domestic rabbits usually progres- | 
ses and becomes cancer.” 

Papillomas or warts often are harm- 
lesss in humans but in some cases have 
progressed to cancer. 

The discovery of Dr. Stanley was re- 
ceived with intense interest because it 
opened the way to more profitable 
studies of some of the most dangerous 
diseases of man. In addition to infan- 
tile paralysis and yellow fever, influ- 
enza and sleeping sickness are be-
